The Unwritten Law Figures 
in Texas Feud Case. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

AMARILLO (Tex.) Sept. 24.-— 
Counsel for the defense scored heavily 
this afternoon in the habeas corpus 
hearing for John Beal Sneed, charged 
with the murder of Al G. Boyce, when 
the evidence of Mrs. L. A. Rogers of 
Dallas, Tex., was declared admissible, 
after a debate of two hours. 

Mrs. Rogers testified that she, with 
her husband and child, occupied the 
upper story of a house in Dallas, in 
the lower portion of which Sneed, 
his wife and two children lived from 
July 8 to August 13. 

She declared that Al G. Boyce 
called at the house a number of 
times during Sneed’s absence, and 
that Mrs. Sneed received letters signed 
“Albert” practically every day. 

LETTERS THAT PASSED. 

The contents of these letters, the 
witness testified, were read to her by 
Mrs. Sneed. The letters, according to 
the witness, were postmarked “‘Amar- 
lilo, Tex.,” and were destroyed by 
Mrs. Sneed when read. Letters were 
sent by Mrs. Sneed to Amarillo, Tex., 
addressed to Lucien Hughes, but con- 
taining a sealed envelope addressed 
to Boyce, according to Mrs. Rogers. 

Mrs. Rogers was the first witness 
for the defense at the conclusion of 
the examination of fourteen witnesses 
for the State. 

The State continued today the in- 
troduction of testimony at the hear- 
ing of habeas corpus, by which It 
is hoped to secure the release of John 
Real Sneed, charged with the mur- 
der of Al G. Boyce, Jr. 

BROTHER IN COURT. 

Wall Boyce, brother of the 
man, sat with counsel for the State, 
with whom he held frequent whis- 
pered consultations 4s the hearing 
progressed.

TTORNEY HAS 
WICKED TONGUE. 


MINISTER FLAYED FOR HIS Ac- 
TIVITY IN “REFORM.” 


Case Against Dist.-Atty. Utley of 
San Diego Is Repiete With Heated 
Declamations—Six Jurors Accepted 
to Serve in Lewis Murder Trial. 


Schools Grow Larger. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO JHE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Asserting that the charges 
against Dist.-Atty. Utley are based on 
hearsay and “idle gossip,” Attorney 
Eugene Daney today pleaded earnest- 
ly for the dismissal of the proceed- 
ings brought to oust the defendant 
from office for alleged failure to 
enforce the laws and prosecute crim- 
inal offenders. 

A climax of tense interest was 
reached in Daney’s sarcastic reference 
to “hearsay” testimony when he in- 
sinuated that the charges against his 
client’ might _ have originated from 
“church gossip." “It seems to me 
that much of this' complaint was 
based on idle gossip said the attor- 
ney as he looked hard at Rev. A. 
Lyle Dejarnett, active member of the 
Purity League and Utley’s principal 
accuser. “Gossip nas ever been 
known to invade the church. Perhaps 
this gentleman heard itt there.” 

A hot tilt between Daney and the 
Rey. Mr. Dejarnett was occasioned by 
a contemptuous comment on the ac- 
tivities of reformers. He said he 
thought the highest legal representa- 
tives of the county should not be at 
the mercy of crusaders, led by a min- 
ister. Rev. Mr. Dejarnett openly re- 
sented this remark and a sharp ex- 
change of words ensued. 

Aside from his claim that the 
charges against Utley were without 
sufficient foundation to constitute a 
cause for action, Daney declared they 
were criminal in nature, while no 
crime had been charged in the com- 
plaint. He also asked the court, in 
case his motion to dismiss be over- 
ruled, to order stricken from the com- 
plaint many of the charges against 
the defendant. His argument will be 
continued tomorrow. 

The citation requiring Utley to show 
cause why he should not be removed 
from office was issued by Judge W. A. 
Sloane of the San Diego Superior 
Court, but Judge B. F. Bledsoe of San 
Bernardino is hearing the case, the 
three judges of this county, sitting 
en banc, having requested him to 
serve. 

SIX JURORS ACCEPTED. 

When Judge T. L. Lewis adjourned 
court this afternoon, six jurors had 
been accepted to serve in the trial of 
Hubert G. Lewis, slayer of C. H. Toll- 
ver, the airship inventor, and Mra. 
Toliver. Immobile as a sphynx, the 
defendant sat beside his counsel! dur- 
ing the tedious examination of tales- 
men, showing only passive interest in 
the proceedings. His wife was also 
present and appeared more cheerful 
than she did yesterday.

EATH TAKES 
STRONG MAN. 


BARON VON BIEBERSTEIN DIES 
. FROM SUDDEN ILLNESS. 


Germany's Most Brilliant Dipio- 
mat, Who Succeeded Bismarck as 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, Was 
Considered the Strong Man of the 
Empire. 


(BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIME.) 

BADENWEILER (Baden, Ger- 
many) Sept. 24.—Germany’s most 
brilliant diplomat, Baron Adolf Mar- 
schall von Bieberatein, died here to- 
day after a short iliness. 

The baron, who had occupied the 
position of German Ambassador in 
London only since May, this year, had 
come here to take a course of alkaline 
water treatments and was in com- 
paratively good health until a week 
Then he suddenly fell ill and 
rapidly became worse until he died 
today. 

The baron, who was a native of 
Baden, was 70 years old. 

Baron Marschall! von Bieberstein was 
regarded as one of the most accom- 
plished diplomats of his time, and 
since the death of Bismarck he had 
been considered Germany's strong 
man. The baron, in fact, stepped in- 
to the shoes of Bismarck when the 
latter left office in 1890, becoming, on 
April 1 of that year, Secretary of 
State of Foreign Affairs. 

AMBASSADOR TO TURKEY. 

In 1894 he became Prussian Min- 
ister of State and three years later the 
Emperor, recognizing his abilities as 
a statesman, appointed him Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey. He remained at Con- 
stantinople more than fourteen years, 
but was often called to Berlin to con- 
fer with the Emperor, not only In re- 
gard to the Turkish affairs but in 
connection with Germany's general 
foreign policy. 

His views were so well liked at 
court that he has often been men- 
tioned for the imperial chancellorship. 

The baron was particularly success- 
ful in maintaining the influence of 
Germany in near eastern affairs, and it 
was considered due to his diplomacy 
that Germany's commercial standing 
in the Turkish empire became so 
strong. 

TO PACIFY GREAT BRITAIN. 

When he was nominated for the 
embassy at London earlier this year 
it was reported that he was to en- } 
deavor to bring about an understand- 
ing between the two great rivals, Ger- 
many and Great Britain. 


BIEBERSTEIN’S SUCCESSOR. 
IT MAY BE BERNSTORFF.

BERLIN, Sept. 24.—The name of 
the German Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, Count von Bernstorff, has been 
mentioned unofficially in diplomatic 
circles as that of the possible successor 
to the late Baron Marshall von Bile- 
berstein as German Ambassador in 
London. 

Count von Bernstorff is reputed to 
be an ardent advocate of the good 
Anglo-German relations. It had been 
rumored for several days that Baron 
von Bieberstein contemplated retire- 
ment from the diplomatic service on 
account of his impaired health. His 
death, which resulted from paralysis 
of the heart, was unexpected here. and 
‘will, it is thought, defer the negotia- 
tlons for the Anglo-German under- 
standing which he was said to have 
believed possible.

NEW COMPANY HITS AT HILD. 


Philadelphians Wam Old Grade 
Near Pro- 


Begun by Quakers. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE ..Mus.) 

TACOMA (Wash.) Sept. 24.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] -It remained for 
Philadelphians to begin condemna- 
tion proceedings whereby the James 
J. Hill railroad interests will be 
separated from the old Union Pacific 
grade between Tacoma and Van- 
couver, Wash., which Hill has 
jealously guarded fifteen years, 
backed by Sinkler Brothers, a Welsh 
family, and other Philadeiphia 
financiers. 

Isaac W. Anderson of Tacoma re- 
cently incorporated the Washington 
Electric Railway to build interurban 
lines from Tacoma to Vancouver, a 
hundred and forty. miles from Che- 
halis, to South Bend and Aberdeen, 
seventy-five miles, and from Chehalis 
up Cowlitz Valley to Randle, sixty 
miles. Saturday this company filed 
condemnation suit to obtain all that 
remains comprising a hundred and 
twenty-two parcels of old grade be- 
tween Tacoma, Olympia and Van- 
couver, built twenty years ago by the 
Union Pacific, then dominated by 
Sidney Dillon and Jay Gould. 

BOUGHT FOR TAXES: 

Fifteen years ago Hill bought the 
grade for unpaid taxes. He uttlized 
the Columbia River pliers in building 
the North Bank bridge, designed by 
Ralph Modjeska. A short portion of 
grade was used in rebuilding and 
double-tracking the Northern Pacific 
for the joint Hill and Harriman use. 
Lately Hill officials have been selling 
what remained at normal prices to 
farmers and other adjoining owners. 

FOUGHT OFF RIVALS. 

The grade has always been jeal- 
ously guarded from falling into 
hands of rival transportation inter- 
ests. Six years ago Vice-President 
Charles M. Levey, now vice-president 
of the Western Pacific, started work 
on the grade between Centralia and 
Chehalis. He announced the entire 
grade would be electrified from Ta- 
coma to the Columbia River, the -ef- 
fect being to keep the grade from 
Harriman, who then planned bulld- 
Ing an independent line north from 
Portland. General Manager H. C¢. 
Nutt, now vice-president of the Salt 
Lake-San Pedro road, likewise guard- 
ed it for many years. Lately farmers 
have been urged to buy what re- 
mained. Out of a clear sky comes 
the condemnation suits of the Phila- 
delphians’ new corporation to  ac- 
quire over 100 miles of the remain- 
ing grade for a competing electric 
interurban line.

Situation Remains Tense in 
West Virginia. 


Plan to Reduce Number of 
Soldiers in Field. 
Many Familics Leave the 
Bingham District

CHARLESTON (W. Va.) Sept. 24. 
—Members of Co. H, under Capt. 
C. Millan, were subjected to a heavy 
fire early today while guarding 4 
coal tipple at Dry Branch, located 
in the Cabin Creek strike district. 
Except that none of the State sol- 
diers was injured, no report has 
been received as to the effect of the 
clash. The military forces were at 
once strengthened. Judges Robinson 
and Williams of the United States 
Court of Appeals of West Virginia 
today granted an alternative writ of 
habeas corpus to test the constitu- 
tionality of the acts of the military 
commission created by the proclama- 
tion declaring martial law in the 
strike zone. The writ is returnable 
October 3. 

Orders were itesued today from the 
office of Adjt.-Gen. Elliott, summon- 
ing all commissioned officers com- 
manding military companies in the 
martial law zone to Charleston for 
a conference to devise some plan by 
which the number of soldiers in the 
fleld may be reduced. The Federal 
Court yesterday refused to entertain 
proceedings looking to the release of 
the mine guards imprisoned by order 
of the Military Commission. It was 
predicted this would result in the 
attorneys for the guards applying to 
the Supreme Court of West Virginia 
for a writ of mandamus releasing 
the men until such time as the case, 
to be filed tn that court, can be tried 
on its merits.

HIDING NAME. 


Returns to Childhood Home 
to See Parents, 


Beginning of Her Career 
Early San Pedro. 


Finds Our Women Strange, 
Men the Finest. 


Home after eighteen years with a 
name that is famous throughout Eu- 
rope but stands for nothing to 
friends who were present at the in- 
ception ef her career as a devotee of 
the Terpsichorean art, Adeline Boyer 
is visiting her parents in Los Angeles. 
Their name she will not reveal, hav- 
ing taken a stage appellative rather 
than ever affording an opportunity to 
them to feel a trace of sorrow for any- 
thing which her career might have 
brought forth. 

At a little church social given by 
the Catholic parish in San Pedro when 
she was a child she was called upon 
to fill in a number that had been un- 
evoidably dropped. “The neighbors 
had seen me dancing to any musie 
that happened along, and, with the 
consent of my mother, they blacked 
my face, put me in ginghams and J] 
went through a dance of my own con- 
ception to whatever was played on the 
wheezy melodeon which furnished the 
instrumental accompaniment,” she 
said last night in recounting her frst 
experience before the public. 

In a stynning Parisian creation in 
millinery, as well as in dress, she sat 
in her sulte at the Lankershim, lan- 
guidly discussing American men ‘and 
American women, music of this coun- 
try as compared with that of Eu- 
rope, early recollections of her career 
and her final rise to a pinnacie of 
achievement abroad, where she has 
appeared in St. Petersburg, Berlin, 
London, Paris, Vienna and other large 
cities before crowned heads and gen- 
eral nobility in the ranks of the great 
opera companies and more recently 
in expositions of pantomime plays. 

“American women are strange crea- 
tures after long association with the 
femininity of Franee and other conti- 
nental countries,’ she said. ‘““They are 
too independent and have forgotten 
how to enjoy the opposite sex. Man 
to them is almost immaterial to prog- 
ress, while to a French woman life 
without a cavalier always at hand to 
assist, protect and amuse, would be 
unbearable. 

“As for men,’ and her bright black 
eyes laughed merrily despite weart- 
ness caused by a long joufney, “I 
should say American men are the 
finest. They are far from being as 
courtly in their manners or as bright 
in their epigrams as the Frenchman, 
but they are bread while a French- 


'man is cake, and who would want 


cake every day of the week, or at 
every meal? The American men I 
have met have always impressed me 
more than those of any other race.” 

“You are married, then?’ was sug- 


gested, “and perhaps to one of these 


fine Americans?” 

“Yes, lam wedded, but not to man 
My art is my all.” she declared. “It 
is possible that I might dance just 
as well were I to marry, but I think 
that with matrimony must come a 
greater love and therefore deteriora- 
tion probably in the acting. This is 
not always a fact, but has frequently 
happened.” 

From here the topic changed to 
the dance as it has come to Amer- 
ica, particularly the dance of the peo- 
ple. “Do you like the Texas Tommy, 
the Grizzly Bear, and others of the 
ragtime variety that have set society 
by the ears and caused so much com- 
ment?’ she was asked. 

“They are American, typically 
American, and are the nearest ap- 
proach to a particular style of na- 


| tional dancing that this country has 


vet evolved, and show a trend toward 
something that is characteristic, Ike 
the Russian dances, the Hungarian 
dances, the Spanish terpsichorean ac- 
complishments.

Charter Draft In. 


WOULD MAKE RADICAL 


CHANGES IN COUNTY. 


UST twenty minutess before ex- 
J piration of the legal time in 

which to file the draft of the new 
county charter, the Board of Free- 
holders placed it in the hands of the 
County Clerk yesterday. 

The clerk office closes at “6 
o'clock. It was 4:40 when a breath- 
less messenger rushed in and handed 
over the folio. Five minutes before 
thelast signature was attached by 
Freeholder J. M. Hunter. ; 

Formality was dispensed with when 
the chairman called the final meet- 
ing of the board to order at 3:30 
p.m., and the members signed. 

It had been suggested that a spe- 
cial gold pen be used and that this 
be preserved by the county, but 
time pressed and an 
fountain pen was found good enough.

“The members of this board,” said 
Chairman Works, “wish it fully un- 
derstood that each section of the 
charter was passed to final draft 
with a complete concurrence of faith 
in it. By unanimous vote the draft 
was passed upon and accepted as a 
whole. 

“We believe that while there are 
some radical changes in rnment 
system contained in the “le its 
passage by the people at the @lectlon 


and ‘its ratification by the Legisia- 
ture will prove a beon to all the 
peopleof thé county. There is no 
doubt but that it will result—if 


passed—in a great improvement in 
the government of the county. We 
have worked long and earnestly, with 
complete realization of all the re- 
sponsibility placed upon us, and each 
trying to accomplish the same aim.” 
There are twelve articles and several 
miscellaneous features in all in the 


draft. These are divided into fifty- 


seven sections which begin with ae 


1 in the first article and are con- 
secutively numbered through _ suc- 
ceeding articles to sec. 57 of Ar- 
ticle 12. The charter is drafted in 
8000 words. 

The draft will be voted upon as 
a whole—not by sections. If the 
majority of voters should reject any 
apecific section of the article they 
will have to vote against the entire 
draft, whether they are favorable to 
other sectionsor not. 

Under the proposed charter the 
Board of Supervisors will be empow- 
ered to appoint al! county officers save 
the Sheriff, the District Attorney and 
the Assessor. Appointments must be 
by civil service. The Supervisors are 
empowered to fix the number of jus- 
tices of the peace and constables, to 
provide for creation of new county 
offices, new rules for county offices, 
and new systems of management. 

The fee system is abolished in the 
draft. Constables and other officers 
heresofore remunerated through the 
fee system will be put on salary and 
the fees turned into the treasury. Con- 
stables will be appointed by the Sher- 
iff instead of elected by the people. 

The charter contains complete ctvil 
service provisions, covering all ap- 
pointive officers, deputies, assistants 
ard others—with the exception of 
the Chief Deputy District Attorney 
ard one other deputy from that office, 
the District Attorney's secretary, three 
detectives, and special counsel or de- 
tectives who may be employed from 
time to time. Those exempt in the 
Sheriff's office are the head of the de- 
partment and the under-sheriff. The 
Assessor and his chief deputy are also 
exempt. 

Superintendents, principals and 
teachers of public schools are exempt, 
as are the members of the County 
Board of Education. members of the 
Civil Service Commission and all per- 
sons serving the county free. 

In the labor article it Is provided 
that women shall not be discriminated 
against and that eight hours consti- 
tutes the legal working day for any 
person engaged in mechanical or man- 
ual work. Compensation Is fixed for 
all employes according to salaries they 
would draw in similar work elsewhere. 
All county employees are given a two- 
week vacation on pay each year. 

RECALL FOR ALL. 


The recall applies to both elective 
and appointive officers. A petition for 
recall of county employees requires 
the signatures of at least 15 per cent. 
of the total vote cast for Governor in 
the county at the last preceding elec- 
tion. For recall of district or town- 
ship officers the petition must contain 
at least 25 per cent. of the tota! vote 
cast for Governor. 

Employees under civil service are 
subject to recall only after formal ap- 
plication has been made and passed 
upon within twenty days after the fil- 
ing of the application. 

Attorneys, agents, stockholders or 
employees of any concern doing bust- 
ness under franchise granted by or 
under contract with the county can- 
not hold a county office. 

Attaches of the District Attorney's, 
public defender’s, or County Counsel's 
offices cannot engage in private law 
practice, nor can the heads of these 
departments. 

The charter will become effective 
at noon on the first Monday in June if 
approved by the electors and the Leg- 
Islature. It cannot affect the terms or 
the compensations of present officers.

THE BUSINESS, 


SAN DIEGO COLLECTIONS TO BE 
MADE IN THIS CITY. 


Economy of Tariff Policy to Work 
to Advantage of Los Angeles and 
San Francisco—No Loss in Ef- 
ficiency Anticipated—When Cana) 
Trade Booms Wo'll Reap Harvest. 


Tariff collections on imports 
through San Diego are to be made 
by the officers of this port, according 
to notice received he yesterday by 
Collector Pendleton. is action is 
to be taken in carrying out the policy 
of retrenchment in expenses of tariff 
districts throughout the country in- 
augurated by the President. 

Similarly San Francisco is to collect 
for the port of Eureka and other 4is- 
tricts farther north are to be consoll- 
dated in like manner. The saving 
will be considerable as one collector 
and his staff will be able to do what 
two organizations have been doing, 
with but slightly increased expense 
over the budget for one. 

Many unnecessary offices will be 
eliminated in the current fiscal year 
and more systematized results are an- 
ticipated. The reorganization makes 
Los Angeles supreme in Southern Cali- 
fornia and San Francisco in the North. 

San Diego will be designated simply 
as a port of call under the new sys- 
tem, and though Its trade will not be 
restricted, Los Angeles will get the 
official credit for shipping as reports 
will be made out over the name of 
the local collector. Deputies will have 
charge of the sub-port and report di- 
rectly to Collector Pendleton and his 
successors. 

Los Angeles will »« recognized as 
the big port of the South and when 
the Panama Canal is completed a 
large part of the business of the 
Southwest will be transacted through 
our harbor. 

The move itn the Interest of economy 
In the public service has been im- 
minent for some time, the official fig- 
ures showing that the cost of collec- 
tlons made at both San Diego and 
Eureka, are out of all proportions 
to the same service at Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. end that reduc- 
tions in the pay roll at both can be 
made with no detriment to the public 
interests. 

It is understood that there will be 
no change in the jurisdiction of the 
Los Angeles and San Francisco of- 
fices, except as to the coast line, and 
the new legislation places Los Angeles 
atrictly in the front for the big ocean 
trade that is sure to follow the com- 
pletion of the canal. :

HE UNCHANGED DEMOCRACY. 

The adroit speech of Col. Bryan, made 

In this city on Monday, demonstrated both 

the non-Progressive and non-retrogressive 

attitude of the Democracy of which the 
colonel is the mouthpiece. 

Democracy, whether in its action or its 
non-action; whether in {ts assumptions or 
its denials; whether in its advocacy of its 
OWn measures or its hostility to Republican 
measures, has seldom or never been either 
tilogical or inconsistent. All the legislation 


with respect to revenue, or finance, or for 
eign policy, or domestic adjustment, which 
have been asserted by the Republican party 
and denied by the Democratic party during 
the last fifty years, have been based upon 
and interwoven with a principle which de- 
pends for its effectiveness upon the con- 
struction to be placed upon the nature of 
our government. 

The rights of the States and the rights 
of the Union; the powers of the States and 
the powers of the Union have been dis 
cussed over and over again in every forum 
and upon every field and, whether in con- 
stitutional amendments or Congressional 
statutes, whether in thé selection of meas- 
ures or the choice of men, whether on bat- 
tlefeld or at ballot box, whether in the 
Federal or in State Legislatures, the Re 
publican party has always and everywhere 
asserted the principle that this is a nation 
and not a league, a union of the people and 
not a confederation of States, and the Dem- 
ocratic party has as consistently and as 
constantly asserted the contrary. There 
has been no political contest, no discussion 
of measures or of men, and no de 
termination at the ballot box during 
fifty years into which this question has 
not largely entered and in which the Re 
publican party has not taken one side and 
the Democratic party the other. In what- 
ever other particulars the Democratic party 
may have changed, however else it may 
have varied, and wherever else it may have 
strayed, it has been absolutely devoted to 
the doctrine of the supremacy of State 
rights over Federal rights. 

Manhood suffrage, exemption from Con- 
federate claim, honest payment of Federal 
debt, supremacy of Federal law, human 
freedom, protection to American industry— 
these are the principles for which Repub 
licanism has contended, these are the prin- 
ciples which Democracy ever antagonized. 
Does it not antagonize them stiJl? Can the 
leopard change his spots or the Ethiopian 
his skin? Acrobats tell us that, no matter 
how they may whirl in air, the mental con- 
sciousness still retains its natural poise; 
the body somersaults, but the mind holds 
its balance unchanged. Let this vaunting 
acrobat of the political arena flop and whirl 
from earth to heaven and back again, but 
its purpos® of wrong is as unchanged as 
during all the years when it cried out, “No 
war for the Union,” “no freedom for the 
slave,” “no guarantees for the national 
honor,” “no civil or political rights for black 
men.” Place the compass box on a revolv- 
ing wheel and spin it to every point in 
space, all the same the needle vibrates to the 
north. You may dress the tattooed man up 
in fine elothes and cover his face with 4 
mask, but under the clothes and the mask 
he is a tattooed man all the same. If the 
southern Democracy could tomorrow abol- 
ish negro suffrage, dishonor national pay- 
ment, compensate Confederate losses, and 
restore slavery, would they not do so? If 
by voting and by political generalship they 
could regain that which they lost by fight- 
ing would they not do it? Their newspa- 
pers disclose their purpose. The hot can- 
dor of press and hustings in the South 
divulge the truth which the cold cunning 
of Democratic deciaration in the -North 
would conceal. The southern and the north- 
ern Democracy, like the giant and the 
dwarf in Ringling’s circus, parade together, 
and we see how large is the giant and how 
small is the dwarf, but we also see that 
they do not keep step together, for they 
cannot, and one of these days the giant 
may step om the dwarf and put an end tu 
the partnership—so far as the dwarf is 
concerned at least. 

If the purpose of retrogression, the pur 
pose which animates the Democratic party 
and reigns in its secret councils, were once 
dominant in the nation the means of retro- 
gression would not be wanting. The solid 
South today exhibits to us how simple and 
efficient are the processes of a powerful 
barbarism determined on ruling, how pow- 
erless are paper laws unvitalized and un- 
sustained by public sentiment. 

The Fifteenth Amendment already lies 
trampled in the dust in eleven States, im- 
potent and derided. Between the negro 
and practical reenslavement today there 
exists only the slender barriers of acts of 
Congress which a triumphant Democracy 
could repeal, and constructions of the Con. 
stitution made by a Supreme Court which 
a triumphant Democracy could reorganize. 

With Democracy in unchecked power 
everywhere what would there be to prevent 
State laws regulating labor contracts, de 
fining vagrancy, establishing peonage, pro- 
hibiting exodus? We read in the newspa- 
pers how Georgia, in need of convict* labor 
on her public works, sends a“hegro to the 
penitentiary for life for stealing a mack- 
erel, and does it lawfully, in spite of con- 
stitutional amendments and Federal law. 
With a Democratic Congress and Supreme 
Court what would there be to prevent any 
Southern State from enacting a statute 
to inflict a heavy poll tax, which the im. 
poverished black man could not pay, and 
then providing for the sale of his services 
for a term of so many years to some south- 
ern gentiemen who should pay the tax—or 
give his note for it? Where the purpose of 
injustice exists and the power to perpetrate 
injustice is established, the ways and 
means ‘will spring from ingenious brains as 
speedily as mushrooms grow from dark: 
ness and decay.

HE PARCELS POST. | 

Under the parcels post law, which will 
go into operation January 1, 1913, fourth- 
class matter enfbraces all matter, includ- 
ing farm and factory products, not em- 
braced by law in first, second or third-class 
matver, not exceeding eleven pounds in 
weight nor greater in size than seventy- 
two inches in length and girth combined, 
nor in form or kind likely to injure the 
person of any postal employee and not of 
a character perishable within a period rea- 
sonably required for transportation and de. 
livery. | 

The units of area for delivery are divided | 
into eight zones running from fifty miles to. 
1800 miles. The rates of postage are 1 cent 
an ounce for four ounces, after that from 
5 to 12 cents per pound, according to dis- 
tance, for the first pound, and from 3 cents 
to 12 cents per pound for each additional 
pound. 

A package weighing eleven pounds could | 
be sent from Pomona to Los Angeles for | 
39 cents postage, or from Los Angeles to 
Boston or the Philfppines for $1.36. . These 
rates are less than present express rates, 
but not so very much less as to drive the | 
express companies out of business. Valua- 
ble parcels will go as heretofore by ex-| 
press, for the express companies pay for | 
lost or stolen goods. The PostmasterGen- 
eral is indeed authorized to provide for the 
indemnification of shippers for shipments | 
lost or injured. But the experience of peo- | 
ple who have money claims against Uncle 
Sam is that, when it comes to payment by 
him of money out of the public treasury to:

OCATIONAD EDUCATION, -

NGLAND’S SUNDAY SHOWS. 
Dear old England is about to have 
another upheaval. There have been om!- 
nous signs for years that she was not to 
be allowed to have the most deadly Sunday 
in the world much longer. It began with 
those wildly exciting Sunday concerts tn. 
augurated by the Sunday League about ten 
years ago—strictly classical, of course, but 
instituted in the face of bitter opposition 
from the Sabbatarians. Then those naughty 
concerts gradually slipped in a song or 
two, tuneful little songs, sinfully sentimen- 
tal. Recitations crept in later, followed 
slyly by an occasional comic. 
Then came the moving-picture shows. 
They had a hard fight for their license and 
it was plain to all pious folk that England 
was bound straight for hades and damna- 
tion, albeit the cinema kept religiously to 
“educational and moral subjects’ for a time. 
Now the vaudeville shows are agitating 
for a Sunday license. If the picture show, 
why not the music hall? Theater man- 
agers are sitting up and keeping a weather 
eye open. If the music hall, why not the 
theater? And, as is usual in such cases, 
all England's forty millions appear to be 
writing to the papers on this vital subject. 
“Innocent recreation to keep people out of 
mischief” stands up menacingly to “sinful 
pleasure-seeki: g, shameless evil, shocking 
iniquity and the damnation of the soul.” 
Through it all the only point upon which 
both parties seem to be entirely in agree- 
ment is that the people are purple-dyed 
sinners in any case, the only difference be-

Mantaigne has said that friendship 
is the highest degree of perfection 
in society. There is friendship which 
stands the money test. When one 
finds a practical demonstration of 
this in, not merely an individual, but 
an Institution, he may well feel that 
society in that portion of the world 
is approaching a high level. 

The Associated Charities is such 
an institution. It has loaned abso- 
lutely without interest or restriction, 
$578 this year in small sums. Of 
this, $197 has already been returned. 
What a boon these little helps mean, 
in temporarily tidings the borrower 
over the rocks of disaster, can 
scarcely be estimated by him who has 
never felt the misery of the thin and 
empty purse. 

Los Angeles is flooded with people 
who come here with what they think 
is sufficient means to keep them un- 
til they find positions, and who are 
stranded before they know it. Well- 
dressed and apparently prosperous, 
yet without funds, or friends of long 
enough standing to be asked for a 
loan, they are often driven to the 
Associated Charities, while waiting 
| for work or for that other beautiful 
thing, “money from home.” 

When I see a person of high-bred, 
sensitive face and rather’ well- 
tailored appearance waiting in the 
easociation reception room—which 
merely a railed-off section of the 
front office—I particularly refrain 
from looking at him except out of the 
tall of my eye. I always feel that 
such a person is suffering enough 
from being where he is, without hav- 
ing to endure the apparently specu- 
istive scrutiny of en outsider. He 
ie far more sensitive than are the 
ehronio poor. 

Such was the young man I noticed 
one day as I passed through. He had 
to wait twenty minutes or so before 
he could see the secretary, and =I! 
Imagine the waiting was as one of 
the tortures-of the Inquisition to him. 

The stenographer, who received 
him in the first place, came in and 
said he wanted to borrow $2 to meet 
his needs until pay day the follow- 
ing week, and what should she do 
about it? He was working for $2 a 
day, but had had the position only 
a few days. 

The secretary demurred. Money 
Was very short, and the young man 
Was apparently able-bodied. It 
seemed strange he should be reduced 
to such extremities when working 
for $2 a day. He said he would see 
him himself, and the young fellow 
was ushered In. - 

If he hadn't been a man, I would 
have said he had been crying. He 
looked as if he had had a Ditter 
strugzle with himself before getting 
nerved up to coming to the Asso- 
clated Charities. He was such an 
appearing man,* gentlemanly and 
well-set-up, as you and I meet every 
day in business and social connec- 
tions.

‘spirit. 

“I suppose the young lady has told 
you what I am here for?” he said to 
the secretary, in a voice which tried 
to be brisk and cheery.

“Yes, I want to borrow a couple of 
dollars until next week, if I may, 
when ea little money will be coming 
to me where I am employed’’—volice 
and manner strove to make it a pure- 
ly business-like transaction.

ECIMAL ERROR> 
FOOTS UP BIG. 


PASADENA’S TAX BILLS SLICED 
AT EXTRA EXPENSE. 


* 


Haste Required to Prepare Figures 
in Time for Mailing Is Blamed for 
Mistake Made in Computing 
School Rate—Auditor Endeavors 
to Accommodate Tax Collector. 


An error in the County Auditor's of- 
fice in the computation of the Pasa- 
dena city school tax rate, cost the 
county over $200 for special clerk hire 
during the last few days, according 
to Tax Collector Welch's statement 
last night. 

The correct rate is $1.02 on the 
$100. The misplacing of a decimal 
point,. with the consequent setting 
off of four places instead of five, 
brought the rate sent to Welch up 
to $1.27. Welch's men at once made 
out more than 10,000 tax bills, all 
of which are incorrect, extending 
through four volumes. 

The mistake was discovered in the 
auditor's office Friday, and word was 
sent at once to the Tax Collector. 
Welch immediately put on a force of 
extra men at $4 a day each, to scratch 
out the figures and substitute correct 
ones. He says the new bills will be 
ready today. 

About 20,000. pleces of property 
were listed on the bills made out 
for the wrong amounts. To have 
made new bills would have been im- 
possible without an expenditure far 
greater than the amount the county 
will now lose. 

“There isn’t anything remarkable in 
the fact that a slight slip may be 
made now and then in even the most 
accurate figuring,” said Auditor Lewis 
jast night. “There are 177 school dis- 
tricts in the county and in each we 
must compute four or five different 
tax rates. The work is necessarily 
done under high pressure because of 
the short time between the fixing of 
the rate by the Supervisors on the 
third Monday in September and the 
collection date for taxes the second 
Monday in October. 

“As an accommodation in helping 
the Tax Collector get out his bills 
in time, we hufry as much as is con- 
sistent with accuracy, and get the ex- 
tensions against valuations to him as 
quickly as we can. I knew of the 
error, of course, but I didn’t know 
it was costing the county so much 
money. I don't know who made the 
mistake; perhaps I did myself. We 
‘have had several men at work on 
these figures.” 

“There are only three weeks after 
the rate is fixed, for the auditor to 
make all extension against valuations 
and the Tax Collector to enter those 
items on the tax bills.” said Collec. 
tor Welch. “We both have to work 
very fast. Since it is a physical im- 
possibility for the Auditor's office to 
finish his large volume of work so 
that the collector will have sufficient 
time to prepare the Dills before taxes 


lector to compute the taxes on tax 
bills for properties in cities at the 
same the Auditor is making his com- 
putations on the assessment roll. The 
Auditor may, under the law, keep 
the books from me until a week be- 
fore the bills are due; but it has 
been customary, as a matter of ac- 
commodation, to get them to the Tax 
Collector as soon as possible. I should 
lay the error to necessary haste, not 
to anything wrong with the system.” 


DETECTIVES NEVER SLEEP. 


That Is, Not After the First, When 
the Central Station Bureau Will Be 


Open All Night. 

The firat step toward the reorgan- 
ization and enlargement of the de-) 
tective bureau at the Central Sretion | 
has beeh taken by the Chief in the 
selection of C. B. Walker and C. F. 
Howard to be stenographer and tele- 
phone operator, respectively. All re- 
ports will be taken in shorthand and 
then transcribed for use of the de- 
tectives and bther Central Station 
officers. 

After October 1 the Chief expects 
to keep the detective bureau open 
continuously. At present it is closed 
at 12 o'clock at night and reopened 
at 7 o'clock in the morning. Be- 
tween those hours, however, two de- 
tectives sleep on the top floor sub- 
ject to call. Minor infractions of the 
law are taken care of by patroimen 
or plainclothesmen out of Capt. Mur- 
ray’s office. 

tinder the new arrangement all re- 
ports of a serious nature will be 
handled exclusively through the de- 
tectives’ office. That will be done by 
assigning three, possibly four men, 
to the night duty. At their disposal 
will be placed an auto and a motor- 
cycle. When the services of only one 
man may be required, he will be sent 
out on the motorcycle; where two or 
more are needed, the auto will be 
used. 

Thie arrangement will take much 
of the present work from the cap- 
tain'’s office. 

The Chief's final arrangements 
relative to the bureau cannot be 
made vwettl after the civil service 
commission completes its examina- 
tion of applicants for positions. The 
Chief .will then know which of the 
men ate eligible to continue in the 
department. Then he will select the 
men for the night watch, which will 
be known as the “flying squadron.” 
The detectives and other members 
of the force who aspire to come un- 
der the civil service rule have passed 
their medical, physical and written 
examinations. They are now await- 
ing the pleasure of the commission 
relative to the oral examination.

Men Who File Simultancously on 
the Claims Have Rights Deter- 
mined by Land Office—Two 
Brothers Not Afraid to Go Ahead 
Are Winners. ; 


A ruling of the Interlor Depart- 
ment dating back nearly «a “half 
century, was invoked yesterday by 
Register Buren and Receiver Robin- 
son, in the settlement of the first con- 
test involving lands in the Palo Verde 
Valley. These lands were restored 
to the public domain April 18, 1910, 
and the contests now in process of 
determination are those involving the 
rights of settlers under that order. 
A queer condition of affairs was 
shown tn the contest of George T. 
Todd against Mathew T. Biersdorf, 
both claiming a quarter section of 
land in the most fertile part of the 
valley. The evidence showed that 
both Todd and Biersdorf made 
Simultaneous settiement on the land, 
one minute after midnight, the night 
of April 18, 1910. It was asserted 
that Todd had settled prematurely 
on the land, but this Was not es- 
tablished. Both men proceeded to 
improve the property, Todd by bulld- 
ing a house, clearing forty-six acres 
of the lend and digging several wella. 
Biersdorf contented himself with 
putting up a tent and dwelling 
therein. 
A rule of the Interior Department 
provides. three ways of determing 
these cases. When neither party has 
made any improvements, it will be 
sold to the highest bidder; where one 
party has made actual settlement on 
the land, and the other has not, the 
land goes to the first named: in cases 
where both allege settlement and im- 
provements, an investigation must be 
had, and the land ayparded to him 
who shows prior actual settlement 
and subsequent improvements. 
Yesterdays application of the 
third rule to the case, gave the land 
to Todd, for while the matter of set- 
tlement and entry might have been 
simultaneous, the testimony showed 
that in building a house, cultivating 
the land and digging the wells, he 
had: shown more improvement than 
Biersdorf. In the case of Lemuel 
B. Todd, a brother of George, against 
Claton H. Keiney, involving the same 
question, the adjoining quarter sev- 
tion was awarded to Todd. It ap- 
peared that here, 
settlement and entry was established, 
but Todd had done the most work in 
improving the land.

War, Col. C. MecKinstrey of the

GIVEN TOO MUCH CREDIT. 


Tadybird Not the Successful Ex- 
terminator It Has Been Touted. 
Small Fly Does Effective Work. 
POMONA, Bept. 24.—C. H. Vary of 
this city, who is assistant to A. 8S. 
Hoyt in the Los Angeles branch of 
the State Quarantine Office under 
State Horticultural Commissioner 
Cook, formerly of Pomona College, 
reports that the ladybird, known as 
the Vedalla or Novis Cardinalis, im- 
ported from Australia years ago to 
prey upon and exterminate the cot- 
tony cushion scale, which became 
rampant here at one time, has beon 
given too much credit as a destroyer 
of the pest. . 

From experiments and tests carried 
on by Messrs. Hoyt and Vary jointly 
they have established the fact that 
the destroying parasite to which most 
credit must be given is a small mi- 
croscopic fly, classified among en- 
tomologists as the “Lestophonus 
Iscerya.”" Messrs. Hoyt and Vary, who 
have been carefully studying thig lit- 
tle fiy, are satisfied that it is one of 
the most valuable parasites ever dis- 


covered in California. 
The little fiy lays its eggs in the 
cottony cushion scale, and when the 
young files get their growth they at- 
tack their nesting place and then 
spread out to discover new scale, | 
where eggs may be deposited. They 
multiply rapidly, so small that hun- 
dreds may be placed on a finger tip. 
While due credit is given the Aus- 
tralian ladybird as a destroyer, the 
two entomologists assert that if the 
fly had been permitted to work alone 
it could have in time destroyed all 
of the cottony cushion scale here.

TROTTING IRISHMAN 58O 
SAYS OF HOME RULE. 


BY GEORGE W. BURTON. 


“JT see William Redmond, M. P., 
says Ireland is to have home rule as 
a Christmas present. 

“Treland will not get that Christ- 
mas present this year, nor any fu- 
ture year. 

“Mr. Redmond says the House of 
‘Lords is dead. Perhaps it is, but it 
Ys not buried, and funeral proces- 
‘sions move slowly, obstructing the 
highways as they pass along.” 

These pungent sentences were 
spoken by I. T. Ward of Belfast, whu 
has been a guest at the Westminster 
Hotel for several days) Mr. Ward 
‘continued: 
| “The House of Commons will pass 
the home rule bill at the session now 
in progress, but there is obstruction 
enough in Mr. Redmond’s dead 
House of Lords to prevent the act 
from becoming law. 

“Then at the next session of Par- 
lament it will be passed again, and 
again obstructed by the cadaver of 
the House of Lords going to its 
graveyard, and will be sent back to 
the Commons to be passed the third 
time, before it can become a law, in 
spite of the obstruction of the Lords. 

“A great many things may bappei, 
before the bill passes the House o. 
Commons the third time. There may 
be a dissolution of Parliament, and. 
this and other matters may be re- 
ferred to the country. If that hap- 
pens, then the home rule bill wil! 
have to be taken up at the béginning 
again and be passed three times at 
three separate sessions of the Com- 
mons, sitting in the same Parliament 
before it can become a law. 

“You ask me if the Ulster people 
really mean to fight. I tell you they 
do, if they have to, and will fight 
hard. Ulster comprises nearly one- 
third of all the counties tn Ireland, 
a quarter of the area of the island 
and about the same ratio of the pop- 
ulation. That would give us about 1,- 
250,000 people. Belfast is a much 
larger city than Dublin and Ulster 
is by far the most prosperous part 
of Treland. 

“What will we do when the Eng- 
lish army comes? The English army 
will mot come. Or if it does, [t will 
find us marshalled under the Union 
Jack, and no English soldier ever 
fred upon that emblem of our na- 
tionality, and never will. 

“Do you not know that ff there 
was any chance of real war the U!l- 
ster men would be backed by 1.,- 
600,000 or 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 
of people from England, Scotland 
and Wales, and from other provinces 
in Ireland? It would tear the king- 
dom to pieces and involve a _ civil 
war which would shake not merely 
the radical government out of place 
but set more important Institutions 
tottering. Have you Americans not 
heard that ‘Little Bobs,’ the most 
popular man in the kingdom, and 
the greatest soldier, has openly de- 
clared that he fs with us, would fight 
with us and would lead us in the 
fight? 

“But while we are ready to fight 
if we must, we will never have to fire 
a gun. It is just politics, and the rot- 
tenest politics in the world. There 
are about thirty home rule members 
of Parliament in the Commoner and 
ten laborites. These men }.old 
the balance of power, and can turn 
the radical government out where- 
ever they please. So, Mr. Asquith. 
the Premier, and Lioyd Geurre, the 
Chancellor of the exchequer, stmptv 
political bargains with the 
home rulers and the laborftes and 
give them this, that and the other 
for thetr votes to keep the radiceats 
In office.

“It is very true that John Redmand 
is from one of the finest old families 
in Ireland and is a gentleman. But 
the real heart of the home rule move- 
ment is a chap named Joe Devlin, an 
Ulsterman, by the way, in his early 
years a pot boy in a little hotel in 
Belfast. He has all the shrewdness 
of the serpent, a keen, foxy face, but 
a malign and evil one. 

“It may seem strange to you here, 
but we know where we stand. and 
the dangers that beset us in home 
rule with men like Joe Deviin man- 
aging the affair and the Catholic 
hierarchy behind him. 

“That is why Ulster is up in arms, 
and that is why our brethren in ar 
Britain are with us. That is why w 
are prepared to fight and will fight 
if fight we must.” 
Mr. Ward is a globe-trotter. He 
is a big six-foot Irishman, not Scotch- 
Irish, but in fact of Saxon descent. 
but of a family that has been in Ire- 
land for 300 or 400 years. He is in 
no sense a politician nor an enthusiast, 
but a4 man probably nearly half a cen- 
tury old, head of the biggest linen es- 
tablishment in the world, rich, intelli- 
gent, a substantial man in every sense 
of the word. 
The Times reporter who interviewed 
Mr. Ward and that earnest Irishman 
were at cross purposes during the 
whole conversation, each incapable 
of comprehending the attitude of the 
other. 
In a country like America, where 
ancient religious feuds are far deader 
than the British House of Lords. or 
even than Adam's off ox, the intensity 
of religious feeling existing between 
Protestants and Catholics in Ireland 
is inconceivable. That an Irish Par- 
HMament could confiscate the railroads 
of the country and other property is 
not comprehensible in America, but 
as Sir Horace Plunkett said to a 
Times representative in Dublin many 
years ago, that is because we have 
a written constitution and there is no 
constitution in Great Britain. Nor can 
we understand In America how it 
would be possible for an Irish Parlia- 
ment to enter into negotiation with 
a foreign power withotit laying itself 
liable to the charge of treason. 
Neither with our non-sectarian schools 
can we comprehend the difficulties Mr. 
Ward sees besetting Ireland under an 
Irish Parliament.

The report 
mentions the fact that the Rockefel- 
ler Institute for Medical Research 
has for several years been coneid- 
ering this phase of the disease, and 
has not been able to reach any defi- 
nite conclusions as to the means by 
which it is communicated {frum one 
person to another.
